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BUDGET  MESSAGE 

OF 

C.  C.  YOUNG 

Governor  of  California. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly: 

The  budget  herewith  presented  has  been  prepared  in  accordance 
with  section  34,  of  article  IV,  of  the  state  constitution.  In  submitting 
this  budget  I  have  adopted  the  same  plan  as  was  followed  in  the  budget 
presented  by  me  to  the  Legislature  two  years  ago ;  a  plan  by  which  all 
of  the  proposed  expenditures  of  the  state  provided  by  existing  law, 
together  with  such  other  items  as  may  be  recommended  for  your 
consideration,  have  been  included.  Every  dollar  of  proposed  expendi- 
ture has  been  accounted  for,  whether  to  be  disbursed  by  the  state 
directly,  or  indirectly  through  the  agency  of  the  counties,  as  in  the 
case  of  schools,  highways,  orphans'  aid,  and  the  like. 

A  SEGREGATED   BUDGET 

The  proposed  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  biennium  have  been 
segregated  into  three  separate  sections;  namely,  the  general  budget, 
the  educational  budget,  and  the  highway  budget.  This  segregation 
has  been  made  in  order  that  special  study  may  be  given  to  each  of 
these  three  major  functional  expenditures  of  the  state.  The  expendi- 
tures for  the  general  activities  of  the  state  comprise  but  24  per  cent 
of  the  entire  budget,  while  32  per  cent  is  expended  for  education  and 
44  per  cent  for  highways.  A  large  group  of  the  public  is  directly 
interested  in  the  expenditures  made  by  the  state  for  educational 
purposes,  while  still  another  large  group  is  directly  interested  in  the 
expenditures  for  highway  purposes.  Many  requests  are  received 
throughout  the  year  for  detailed  statements  of  expenditures  for  these 
two  purposes,  and  special  pamphlets  dealing  with  the  educational 
section  and  the  highway  section  of  the  budget  will  be  separately 
printed  for  distribution  to  those  requesting  this  information. 

DEPARTMENTAL  REQUESTS  REPORTED 

Another  new  procedure  is  introduced  in  making  known  to  you  the 
amounts  requested  by  the  various  agencies  of  the  state  and  the  reason 
why  deductions  have  been  made  in  some  of  the  requests.  A  detailed 
explanation  has  been  inserted  before  each  functional  group  in  the 
budget. 

Your  attention  is  particularly  invited  to  the  fact  that  of  the  total 
budget,  only  $66,434,322,  or  27.22  per  cent,  comes  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  Governor.  The  other  72.78  per  cent,  or  $177,626,784,  of 
the  budget  is  made  up  of  fixed  charges,  comprising  items  which  have 
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been  appropriated  in  recurrent  amounts  by  the  Legislature,  and  for 
expenditures  definitely  fixed  by  vote  of  the  people. 

THE  GENERAL  BUDGET 

The  general  budget,  totaling  $58,710,614,  represents  an  increase 
of  only  6.79  per  cent  over  the  expenditures  of  the  previous  bienniuni. 
This  increase  is  far  below  the  estimated  percentage  of  increase  of  the 
population  of  the  state  for  the  next  two  years.  This  is  without  doubt 
the  smallest  percentage  of  increase  for  the  general  budget  in  the  history 
of  the  state,  and  represents  an  actual  substantial  reduction  in  the  per 
capita  cost  of  state  government.  Of  the  general  budget  $6,831,670 
consists  of  fixed  charges.  The  general  budget  has  been  arranged  accord- 
ing to  departmental  functions,  grouping  therein  departments  already 
in  existence  and  such  other  activities  as  naturally  suggest  themselves 
as  parts  of  a  functional  group.  This  arrangement  will  enable  those 
interested  in  any  particular  departmental  activity  to  find  all  of  the 
items  in  connection  with  that  activity  grouped  together.  This  new 
form  of  budget  has  met  with  the  approval  of  those  who  are  interested 
in  the  scientific  preparation  of  governmental  budgets. 

SALARIES  SUBJECT  TO   REVISION 

The  salaries  shown  in  this  budget  are  those  which  were  actually  paid 
in  the  seventy-ninth  fiscal  year  and  are  such  as  are  approved  for  the 
present  fiscal  year.  In  the  eighty-first  and  eighty-second  fiscal  years 
the  salaries  shown  are  in  most  cases  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
departments.  It  was  impossible  to  check  the  proposed  individual  salary 
increases  with  the  salaries  to  which  the  respective  employees  were 
properly  entitled  under  the  salary  schedules  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission. There  is,  therefore,  no  assurance  that  the  proposed  salaries 
will  be  paid  to  the  occupants  of  the  various  positions  in  the  next 
biennium. 

It  is  recommended  that  arrangements  be  made  by  which  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  may  be  put  in  a  position  to  assist  in  the  considera- 
tion of  the  budget  by  the  Department  of  Finance,  so  that  in  future 
budgets  the  salaries  may  be  shown  as  actually  paid  at  the  time  of  the 
making  of  the  budget;  and  that  a  general  item  be  included  for  each 
department  to  provide  for  the  normal  increases  in  compensation  after 
making  due  allowance  for  the  turnover  of  employees.  This  plan,  if 
adopted,  will  obviate  the  apparent  effort  to  determine  the  individual 
salary  allowance  nearly  two  and  a  half  years  in  advnce  of  the  time  of 
payment,  and  will  justly  give  effect  to  the  salary  schedules  scientifically 
prepared  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

RETIREMENT  OF  FUNDED  DEBT  BONDS 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  expenditure  of  $282,870  each 
biennium  for  interest  on  $2,277,500  funded  debt  six  per  cent  bonds 
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of  1873,  as  shown  on  page  192  of  the  general  budget.  These  bonds 
would  have  matured  in  1893,  but  the  people,  in  1892,  voted  not  to  retire 
the  bonds,  which  were  then  held  by  the  school  fund  and  the  university 
fund.  The  Legislature  accordingly,  by  the  provisions  of  Chapter  LXV, 
Statutes  of  1893,  provided  that  interest  should  continue  to  be  paid  on 
the  bonds.  In  addition  to. the  bonds  for  which  interest  was  provided 
by  the  act  of  1893,  the  Legislature  also  included  an  amount  of 
$78,750.00  due  the  university  fund  for  amounts  incorrectly  withdrawn 
in  previous  years,  and  upon  which  interest  at  six  per  cent  per  annum 
was  added  to  the  amount  of  interest  for  the  bonds. 

The  interest,  which  has  been  paid  annually  for  thirty-five  years, 
amounts  to  $3,950,225.  This  sum  would  have  been  sufficient  to  retire 
the  bonds  and  leave  a  balance  of  $1,172,725.  It  is  recommended  that 
consideration  be  given  to  the  gradual  retirement  of  these  bonds,  which 
would  effect  a  biennial  saving  of  the  $282,870,  now  paid  out  in  interest. 

THE    EDUCATIONAL    BUDGET 

In  this  budget  have  been  grouped  together  all  of  the  expenditures 
proposed  for  educational  purposes  during  the  next  biennium.  The 
total  educational  budget  of  $78,931,901  includes  $64,362,324  in  fixed 
charges.  The  proposed  expenditures  for  the  University  of  California 
represent  an  increase  of  12.76  per  cent  over  the  previous  biennium, 
while  the  total  educational  budget  represents  an  increase  of  10.44  per 
cent  over  the  previous  biennium. 

THE    HIGHWAY    BUDGET 

The  total  highway  budget  of  $106,432,790  is  entirely  a  fixed  charge 
over  which  the  Governor  has  no  control.  The  increase  in  the  proposed 
expenditures  for  the  next  biennium  over  the  present  biennium  is  17.03 
per  cent.  This  increase  is  due  largely  to  the  additional  one-cent  gas 
tax  law  for  new  construction,  which  was  enacted  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, the  revenue  from  which  does  not  cover  a  complete  two-year  period 
in  the  present  biennium.  A  considerable  increase  is  also  estimated  in 
the  gas  tax  for  highway  maintenance  and  reconstruction.  These  funds 
are  dealt  with  in  greater  detail  in  the  comment  preceding  the  highway 
section  of  the  budget. 

The  proposed  highway  budget  for  the  next  biennium  shows  an 
estimated  expenditure  of  approximately  $27,400,000  for  new  con- 
struction of  highways.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  saving  to  the  tax- 
payers affected  by  the  "pay-as-you-go"  plan.  If  bonds  maturing 
over  a  period  of  forty  years  at  4^  per  cent  interest  were  issued  to  pro- 
vide the  $27,400,000  for  new  construction,  this  construction  would 
eventually  cost  the  people  of  the  state  $51,272,250,  or  an  increase  of " 
practically  $24,000,000  over  the  cost  of  such  construction  under  our 
present  plan  of  financing. 


THE  TOTAL  BUDGET 

The  original  requests  received  from  all  agencies  exceeded  the  final 
approved  budget  by  over  $8,500,000.  Many  of  the  requests  of  the 
various  agencies  were  voluntarily  reduced  after  consultation.  Con- 
ferences were  held  with  heads  of  many  of  the  state  institutions  and 
directors  of  departments,  and  different  institutions  were  visited  to 
obtain  complete  knowledge  of  the  particular  local  situations  involved. 
The  state  architect  and  members  of  his  staff  Were  consulted  on 
various  permanent  improvement  programs.  As  a  result  of  these  confer- 
ences, a  satisfactory  understanding  was  reached  with  those  in  charge 
of  the  various  activities,  and  we  were  enabled  to  reduce  materially 
the  amounts  which  were  originally  estimated  as  being  necessary  in  the 
next  biennium  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  agencies  concerned. 

The  total  of  proposed  expenditures  for  the  next  biennium  repre- 
sents an  increase  of  12.28  per  cent,  or  $26,688,085.  This  increase 
represents  approximately  $16,408,274  from  special  funds  and  only 
$10,279,811  from  the  general  fund.  Moreover,  of  this  amount, 
$22,291,638,  or  83.65  per  cent,  represents  an  unescapable  increase  in 
fixed  charges,  while  only  $4,396,447,  or  16.35  per  cent,  represents  normal 
increase  in  the  general  activities  of  state  government.  As  is  shown 
further  in  this  message,  the  percentage  of  increase  for  the  total  budget 
is  lower  than  for  any  period  since  the  budget  law  was  enacted,  while  the 
actual  amount  of  increase  in  money  in  the  proposed  expenditures  during 
the  ensuing  biennium  payable  from  the  general  fund  of  the  state  is  far 
below  the  average  of  the  past  twelve  years. 

COUNTY   SPENDING    OF   STATE   REVENUES 

We  frequently  overlook  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  the  funds 
included  in  the  state  budget  represents  merely  agency  transactions  by 
the  state — funds  which  the  state  does  not  actually  spend,  but  which  are 
apportioned  to  the  counties  and  local  subdivisions.  These  items, 
generally  speaking,  are  set  aside  by  law,  such  as  the  funds  apportioned 
to  the  counties  out  of  the  gasoline  tax  and  other  sources  of  highway 
revenue,  apportionments  for  schools,  and  apportionments  for  tubercu- 
losis subsidies. 

For  this  reason  a  table  showing  the  relative  amounts  of  such  agency 
transactions  compared  to  actual  government  operations  is  submitted. 
It  will  be  noted  that  in  the  general  budget  there  is  a  recommended 
appropriation  for  this  biennium  of  $640,000  for  subsidies  in  order  to 
cooperate  with  the  counties  in  the  fight  against  tuberculosis.  In  the 
educational  budget  68  per  cent  of  the  recommended  biennial  appropria- 
tions and  the  apportionments  provided  by  law  will  be  distributed  to 
be  expended  by  counties  for  elementary  schools,  high  schools  and  junior 
colleges.  One-third  of  the  total  highway  budget  will  be  expended  by 
counties  for  county  roads,  and  for  the  payment  by  the  state  of  the 
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county  traffic  officers.  A  comparison  of  the  totals  of  the  table  reveals 
that  the  sum  of  state  funds  apportioned  to  counties  for  agency  trans- 
actions during  the  81st  and  82d  fiscal  years  will  be  $10,000,000  more 
than  the  agency  transactions  of  the  79th  and  80th  fiscal  years.

THE  GENERAL  FUND  SURPLUS 

I  am  able  to  report  to  you  a  most  satisfactory  condition  of  the  general 
fund.  Instead  of  the  reduction  of  the  surplus  in  this  fund  believed 
inevitable  by  some  experienced  observers,  there  is  a  substantial  increase. 

In  my  message  to  you  two  years  ago,  transmitting  the  budget  for 
the  present  biennium,  beginning  July  1,  1927  and  ending  June  30, 
1929,  I  discussed  at  some  length  the  general  fund  surplus  which  would 
presumably  exist  at  the  beginning  of  this  biennial  period.  I  quoted  from 
a  report  of  the  State  Controller  on  December  14,  1926,  to  the  effect 
that  the  surplus  June  30,  1923,  was  $4,707,852.21 ;  that  during  the  past 
two  years  $11,500,000  had  been  paid  in  by  railroad  companies  to  cover 
the  impounded  taxes  resulting  from  the  King  Tax  Bill  litigation ;  and 
that  these  two  amounts,  or  approximately  $16,250,000,  was  the  general 
fund  surplus  two  years  ago.  By  conserving  the  appropriation  of 
$5,542,000  inadvertantly  made  in  1925  for  highway  construction,  we 
actually  entered  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1927,  with  a  general 
fund  surplus  of  $20,420,983. 

I  urged  the  need  of  conserving  this  surplus  to  the  greatest  possible 
degree  and  quoted  the  State  Controller  further  as  saying  that  the 
next  two  years  would  reduce  this  general  fund  surplus  to  $10,000,000 
without   taking   into   consideration    special    appropriations    commonly 
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made  by  each  legislative  session.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  several  major 
appropriations  were  made,  notably  that  dealing  with  the  employment 
of  convicts  on  highway  construction. 

The  utmost  care  has  been  exercised,  however,  to  maintain  the  expendi- 
tures within  the  available  revenues  at  all  times.  Consequently,  I  am 
happy  to  report  to  you  that  instead  of  depleting  in  any  degree  the 
surplus  with  which  we  entered  the  biennium,  we  have  been  able 
materially  to  supplement  it.  On  June  30,  1929,  we  will  have  a  surplus  in 
the  general  fund  of  $29,302,946.40,  an  increase  in  the  two  years  of 
almost  $10,000,000. 

ANTICIPATED    SURPLUS    IN    GENERAL    FUND,    JUNE    30,    1931 

The  State  Controller  estimates  the  general  fund  surplus  as  of 
June  30,  1929,  as  above.  The  revenue  for  the  ensuing  biennium  is  esti- 
mated at  $130,178,106.26,  while  the  proposed  expenditures  for  the  same 
period  total  $129,399,319.  In  other  words,  the  proposed  budget  of 
expenditures  for  the  next  biennium  is  less  than  the  amount  of  esti- 
mated revenue  which  will  accrue  to  the  general  fund  of  the  state  under 
existing  statutes.  An  endeavor  has  been  made  this  year  to  hold  the 
increase  of  the  budget  to  the  lowest  possible  figure  commensurate  with 
intelligent  service  and  absolutely  necessary  permanent  improvements. 
Every  effort  was  also  made  to  keep  the  budget  within  the  estimated 
revenues  for  the  biennium,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  has  been 
accomplished.  However,  legislation  is  to  be  recommended  during  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature  affecting  the  Inheritance  Tax  Law, 
which  will  reduce  the  revenue  from  this  source  by  approximately 
$3,000,000.  Should  this  legislation  be  enacted,  the  general  fund 
surplus  at  the  close  of  the  next  biennium  will  be  reduced  by  the  amount 
of  this  loss  in  revenue. 

COMPARATIVE   TABLE   OF    EXPENDITURES 

The  constitutional  amendment  providing  for  state  budget  adminis- 
tration was  adopted  by  vote  of  the  people  in  1922.  The  following  tables 
set  forth  comparative  figures  covering  the  entire  experience  under 
the  budget  system.  These  figures  have  been  carefully  segregated  into 
sections  in  accordance  with  the  plan  of  budget  submitted  herewith.

The  following  table  shows  the  growth  of  state  expenditures  for  a 
fourteen-year  period.  While  the  budgets  for  this  biennium  and  the 
next  contain  a  very  large  item  in  the  additional  one-cent  gasoline  tax 
for  new  road  construction,  which  enters  into  these  two  bienniums  and 
not  into  those  preceding,  the  percentage  of  increase  is  nevertheless  being 
sharply  reduced.

A  study  of  the  table  above  will  reveal  that  a  decided  check  has  been 
placed  on  the  increase  of  percentage  in  expenditures  during  the  pres- 
ent administration.     In  the  general  budget  the  ratio  of  increase  has 
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been  reduced  from  24.14  per  cent  in  1925-1927  to  6.79  per  cent  for  the 
period  1929-1931.  The  total  budget  ratio  of  increase  has  been  reduced 
from  27.95  per  cent  in  1925-1927  to  12.28  per  cent  of  the  period 
1929-1931. 

In  the  budget  submitted  by  me  two  years  ago,  a  table  was  presented 
showing  that  the  percentage  of  increase  over  the  previous  biennium 
was  7.4  per  cent.  This  percentage  has  been  increased  to  19.99  per  cent 
during  the  biennium,  two-thirds  of  which  increase,  or  $15,100,000,  is 
due  to  the  one-cent  gas  tax  for  the  construction  of  new  highways,  pro- 
vided after  the  budget  for  last  biennium  was  presented.  Other  increases 
were  $2,233,000  in  special  appropriation  bills  passed  by  the  legislature ; 
$2,689,000  more  in  highway  reconstruction  and  county  highway 
apportionment  revenues  than  had  been  anticipated;  $1,137,756  greater 
school  expenditures,  due  to  larger  school  enrollment ;  $857,275 
increased  funds  for  fish  and  game  purposes,  secured  by  new  fishing 
and  hunting  legislation.  These,  with  other  smaller  items,  caused  the 
increase  from  the  estimated  percentage  in  the  original  budget. 

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENT  APPROPRIATIONS 

Presented  on  the  following  page  is  a  comparative  statement  showing 
the  actual  and  proposed  appropriations  from  the  general  fund  for 
permanent  improvements  from  the  75th  to  the  82d  fiscal  years,  inclusive, 
or  from  July  1,  1923,  to  June  30,  1931. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  a  decided  cessation  of  permanent 
improvements  in  the  75th  and  76th  fiscal  years,  which  resulted  in  an 
undue  burden  being  placed  upon  the  succeeding  years.  The  appropria- 
tions made  in  the  79th  and  80th  fiscal  years  and  proposed  for  the  81st 
and  82d  fiscal  years,  have  been  recommended  with  a  view  of  meeting 
as  far  as  possible  present  requirements  for  housing  facilities  at  the 
various  institutions  and  schools.  It  is  hoped  that  the  presentation  of 
a  long  time  building  program,  based  on  a  careful  study  and  survey 
of  present  requirements  and  conditions  and  future  growth  and  develop- 
ment will  eliminate  drastic  changes  and  unnecessarily  large,  spasmodic 
appropriations  in  any  one  biennium.

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COMPLETE  SUMMARY  OF  EXPENDITURES 
A  complete  detailed  summary  has  been  included  in  the  budget  show- 
ing all  of  the  expenditures  for  every  purpose  since  the  budget  law  was 
enacted.  The  actual  expenditures  for  the  first  two  bienniums  have 
been  carefully  checked  and  corrected.  The  expenditures  shown  for  the 
third  biennium  represent  a  careful  estimate  of  the  total  expenditures 
for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

LONG  TIME   PLANNING 

As  a  feature  of  long  time  planning,  at  the  end  of  the  budget  has 
been  appended  a  ten-year  building  program.  In  presenting  this  ten- 
year  building  program,  it  is  fully  recognized  that  each  succeeding  legis- 
lature and  each  succeeding  Governor  will  be  free  to  modify  any  long 
time  building  program  which  may  be  suggested.  However,  the  value 
of  having  a  basic  study  of  the  needs  for  a  period  of  years  in  advance 
is  so  evident  as  to  justify  the  preparation  of  such  a  program.  Further- 
more, an  attempt  has  been  made  to  outline  a  program  based  so  exactly 
on  the  available  facts  that  there  will  be  no  inducement  to  modify  it 
except  in  the  direction  of  better  meeting  the  needs  as  they  may  be 
changed  by  new  conditions. 

CONCLUSION 

As  I  have  stated  elsewhere  in  this  message,  the  budget  presented 
herewith  is  based  upon  expenditures  necessary  for  efficient  service  and 
essential  permanent  improvements.  It  is  not  a  budget  made  up  from 
the  viewpoint  of  economy  alone,  in  so  far  as  economy  means  the  reduc- 
tion of  amounts  requested  by  the  various  agencies  to  keep  the  total  of 
the  budget  down  to  some  predetermined  amount;  but  it  is  a  budget 
based  upon  an  economy  that  will  assure  a  businesslike,  efficient,  pro- 
gressive, and  intelligent  administration  of  the  State's  business.

The 
other  divisions  were  all  given  increases,  but  in  lesser  degree.  The  increased  allot- 
ment for  the  Division  of  Accidents  and  Safety  will  provide  for  nine  additional 
engineers  and  inspectors,  two  referees,  and  two  reporters.  It  is  recognized  that 
this  division  has  not  yet  fully  recovered  from  the  drastic  reductions  made  some  years 
ago.     The  former  status  should  be  restored  as  rapidly  as  possible.

Budget  request  $279,400.00.  Amount  recommended  $243,450.00.  An  increased 
amount  is  recommended  for  deportation  of  inmates  to  their  home  states  or  coun- 
tries. The  new  pathological  laboratory  to  be  established  at  Agnews  is  to  be  used 
for  research  for  the  entire  department  and  accordingly  the  support  of  the  same  was 
included  in  the  administration  budget  as  a  special  item.  The  department  has  a 
progressive  program  of  expansion  of  service  developed  and  as  much  of  this  program 
as  seemed  feasible  in  relation  to  other  budget  needs  has  been  included  in  the  recom- 
mendation. 


VARIOUS    INSTITUTIONS,    HOMES    AND    SCHOOLS 

Combined  budget  request  of  the  hospitals,  homes,  and  schools,  $18,151,812.93. 
Amount  recommended  $14,789,958.00.  The  costs  at  each  institution  for  the  last 
ten  years  were  carefully  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  inmate  population.  Studies 
of  the  probable  future  inmate  population  were  made  and  these  combined  studies 
were  used  in  determining  the  needs  of  the  various  institutions,  based  on  present 
program.  As  far  as  possible,  additional  functions  and  advanced  methods  of  treat- 
ment and  care  are  provided  for.  However,  not  all  of  the  requests  of  the  institutions 
for  advances  in  methods  of  treatment  could  be  granted. 

A  careful  study  was  made  by  the  Director  of  Institutions  of  the  entire  method 
of  care  and  treatment  in  the  institutions  with  the  result  that  a  modern,  progressive 
and  scientific  program  has  been  developed.  The  inclusion  of  additional  follow-up  or 
after  care  work  should  make  it  possible  to  parole  or  discharge  more  inmates  and 
should  offset  to  a  considerable  extent  the  need  for  added  capacity. 

The  budget  contemplates  the  definite  beginning  and  the  gradual  enlargement  of 
this  advanced  program.  The  permanent  improvements  have  been  allotted  in  con- 
formity with  the  above  mentioned  population  and  inmate  studies.

Budget  request  $3,953,614.00.  Amount  recommended  $3,849,524.00.  The  requests 
for  the  general  offices,  for  the  Division  of  Fish  and  Game,  and  for  the  Division  of 
Petroleum  and  Gas  are  recommended  as  submitted.  The  requests  for  the  Division 
of  Parks  and  the  Division  of  Mines  and  Mining  were  reduced  very  slightly.  The 
request  of  the  Division  of  Forestry,  as  presented,  totaled  $655,340.00.  The  amount 
recommended  is  $537,610.00.  This  is  an  increase  of  $168,280.00  over  the  appropria- 
tions of  the  previous  biennium  which  amounted  to  $369,330.00.  In  terms  of  per- 
centage this  is  45.56  per  cent.  However,  emergencies  granted  in  the  present  biennium 
will  increase  the  expenditures  to  $441,005.90.  The  new  budget  recommended 
is  an  increase  of  21.91  per  cent  over  the  expenditures  of  the  previous  biennium. 

The  increase  is  recommended  in  order  to  permit  the  Division  of  Forestry  to 
establish  motorized  fire  fighting  equipment,  to  employ  additional  full-time  rangers, 
to  establish  additional  lookout  stations,  and  to  permit  a  larger  cooperation  with 
federal,  county  and  private  agencies. 

Full  recognition  is  given  to  the  important  work  of  this  division.  Should  there 
be  need  for  emergency  fire  protection,  additional  appropriations  may  be  made 
from  the  emergency  fund.

The  recommendations  for  the  two  prisons  are  based  upon  a  study  of  the  trend  of 
population  in  the  state  for  the  last  twenty  years  and  its  ratio  to  the  population  at 
the  prisons.  The  amounts  allowed  for  support  are  the  result  of  this  study  and  of  the 
proven  experience  in  per  capita  costs  in  the  past.  The  permanent  improvement 
recommendations  are  a  part  of  those  included  in  the  ten-year  building  program  for 
the  prisons.  This  program  provides  for  adequate  housing  of  the  entire  prison  popu- 
lation. Should  a  new  institution  for  women  be  established,  transfers  of  allotments 
should  be  made.

DIVISION   OF  ARCHITECTURE 

Budget  request  $422,168.00.  Amount  recommended  $422,16S.OO.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  biennium  the  Division  of  Architecture  had  not  yet  commenced 
the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  a  number  of  projects  for  which 
appropriations  were  made  in  1925.  On  December  31,  192S,  not  only  had  these 
delayed  building  projects  been  completed  but  practically  all  of  the  office  work  in  the 
preparation  of  specifications  and  the  letting  of  the  contracts  for  the  entire  permanent 
improvement  program  for  the  present  biennium  was  complete.  There  remain  in 
the  office  on  this  date  but  five  projects  on  which  construction  has  not  commenced. 

The  actual  construction  of  the  buildings  will,  on  June  30,  1929,  be  entirely  com- 
pleted and  the  buildings  ready  for  occupancy  with  the  exception  of  four  projects, 
and  these  will  be  completed  in  a  very  short  time  after  June  30,  1929.  The  program 
projected  in  any  specific  biennium  has  never  before  been  so  nearly  completed  within 
the  date  limits  of  that  biennium. 

The  Division  of  Architecture  is  prepared  on  the  date  that  this  budget  is  presented 
to  commence  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  various  building  projects  included 
herein  and  will  be  ready  on  the  date  that  the  funds  become  effective  to  let 
contracts  so  that  actual  construction  may  begin.

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THE  EDUCATIONAL  BUDGET 

In  order  that  those  especially  interested  may  view  the  educational 
activities  of  the  state  as  a  whole,  separate  from  other  governmental 
activities,  this  section  of  the  budget  is  presented,  dealing  exclusively 
with  education.  The  educational  system  of  California  receives  a  large 
portion  of  the  state's  funds,  the  amount  recommended  for  the  ensuing 
hiennium  being  thirty-two  per  cent  of  the  total  budget. 

The  appropriations  for  elementary  schools,  high  schools  and  junior 
colleges  are  fixed  by  law  and  are  entirely  contingent  upon  school 
attendance.  These  requirements  have  been  carefully  estimated  after 
studies  of  past  increases  and  of  projected  state  population.  A  great 
part  of  the  appropriations  for  the  University  of  California  are  also 
definitely  fixed  by  law. 

For  the  administrative  functions,  the  teachers  colleges  and  other 
activities  under  this  section,  recommendations  are  submitted  which  will 
permit  the  continuance  of  a  progressive  policy  and  provide  for  normal 
growth.  The  recommendations  for  permanent  improvements  at  the 
teachers  colleges  are  a  part  of  an  orderly,  coordinated  building  pro- 
gram exteading  over  a  period  of  ten  years,  in  which  provision  is  made 
to  care  adequately  for  estimated  growth  and  expansion. 

The  very  important  role  that  education  plays  in  the  welfare  and 
development  of  the  state  has  received  careful  consideration  in  the 
preparation  of  this  section  of  the  budget. 

APPORTIONMENT   TO    ELEMENTARY    SCHOOLS 

The  total  amount  apportioned  to  counties  for  elementary  schools  in 
any  year  as  provided  by  the  constitution  is  determined  by  the  total 
average  daily  attendance  during  the  preceding  school  year,  being  $30 
per  unit  of  average  daily  attendance.  The  total  apportionment  to  be 
made  in  the  81st  and  82d  fiscal  years  will  accordingly  be  determined 
by  the  average  daily  attendance  during  the  80th  and  81st  fiscal  years. 
A  detailed  study  was  made  of  increases  in  school  attendance  since  the 
year  1900.  The  geometric  rate  of  increase  in  enrollment  has  averaged 
3.75  per  cent  annually  during  this  period.  A  very  marked  increase 
was  shown  in  the  ratio  of  average  daily  attendance  to  total  enroll- 
ment, being  84.71  per  cent  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1928,  which 
is  believed  almost  the  maximum  that  can  be  expected.  The  study  of 
past  increases  shows  that  a  period  of  depression  has  been  followed  by  a 
greater  increase  in  the  school  attendance  in  California,  indicating  a 
heavier  immigration  from  the  eastern  part  of  the  United  States.  On 
the  other  hand,  good  employment  conditions  in  the  east  have  resulted 
in  a  slackening  of  the  rate  of  increase  in  school  attendance  in  this 
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state.  The  increased  unemployment  during  1927  was  followed  by  an 
increase  in  the  rate  of  increase  of  school  attendance  from  3.60  per  cent 
to  5.46  per  cent  in  1928.  It  is  believed  that  increased  prosperity  dur- 
ing 1928  and  1929  will  result  in  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  increase  in 
school  attendance  for  the  ensuing  biennium.  This  belief  has  been  tested 
by  comparing  the  opening  enrollment  for  the  80th  fiscal  year  with  that 
for  the  79th  fiscal  year  in  the  six  largest  cities  of  the  state.  The  per- 
centage of  increase  was  only  2.25  per  cent.  An  estimated  annual  increase 
in  school  attendance  of  somewhat  less  than  the  average  therefore  appears 
warranted.  The  annual  rate  of  increase  in  attendance  for  the  80th 
and  81st  fiscal  years  has  been  estimated  at  3  per  cent  as  against  the 
average  of  3.75  per  cent  over  the  28-year  period.  The  total  apportion- 
ment for  the  81st  and  82d  fiscal  years  is  thus  estimated  at  $39,509,010, 
an  increase  of  7.08  per  cent  for  the  biennium  over  the  amount  appor- 
tioned during  the  79th  and  80th  fiscal  years. 

APPORTIONMENT  TO  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

The  apportionment  to  counties  for  high  schools,  which  is  also  com- 
puted at  the  rate  of  $30  per  unit  of  average  daily  attendance  during 
the  preceding  school  year,  has  increased  over  the  past  twenty-eight 
years  at  a  much  greater  rate  than  has  that  for  elementary  schools. 
Not  only  is  there  a  constantly  increasing  ratio  of  high  school  to  ele- 
mentary school  attendance,  but  during  the  past  few  years  there  has 
been  a  heavy  increase  due  to  adult  enrollment  in  special  day  and 
evening  classes.  Another  added  feature  has  been  the  increasing  attend- 
ance in  junior  college  classes  in  high  schools.  Based  on  the  increases  in 
attendance  during  the  past  twenty-eight  years  and  the  projected  popu- 
lation of  the  state,  the  average  attendance  for  the  80th  and  81st  fiscal 
years  is  estimated  at  218,363  and  234,740,  respectively,  being  34.41  per 
cent  of  the  estimated  elementary  school  attendance  for  this  period.  The 
total  amount  to  be  apportioned  during  the  81st  and  82d  fiscal  years  is 
thus  estimated  at  $13,593,090,  an  increase  for  the  biennium  of  19.07 
per  cent  over  the  amount  apportioned  during  the  preceding  biennium. 

APPORTIONMENT  TO  JUNIOR  COLLEGES 

The  junior  colleges  in  California  have  grown  from  two  colleges  with 
an  average  attendance  of  173  during  1922,  to  13  with  average  attend- 
ance totaling  4391  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1928.  The  average 
rate  of  increase  over  this  period  has  been  107.83  per  cent  per  year. 
Eliminating  the  phenomenal  increase  during  the  initial  two  years  of  this 
period,  due  to  the  establishment  of  these  colleges,  the  average  yearly  rate 
of  increase  during  the  past  five  years  has  been  35.4  per  cent.  The  annual 
rate  of  apportionment  is  fixed  by  chapter  170,  Statutes  of  1921,  at 
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$2,000  per  junior  college  district,  plus  $100  per  unit  of  average  daily 
attendance  during  the  preceding  school  year.  The  law  provides  that 
the  entire  apportionment  for  junior  colleges  is  to  be  made  from  a  special 
fund  derived  from  the  moneys  received  from  the  federal  government 
on  account  of  royalties  on  oil  lands,  etc.  These  receipts  have  decreased 
during  the  past  few  years,  and  the  requirements  for  the  junior  colleges 
have  increased  to  such  a  degree  that  these  revenues  are  no  longer  ample 
to  meet  the  requirements.  It  is  estimated  that  there  will  be  17  colleges 
with  an  average  attendance  of  8121  during  the  80th  fiscal  year  and  19 
colleges  whose  average  attendance  will  total  11,043  during  the  81st 
fiscal  year.  Apportionment  during  the  81st  and  82d  fiscal  years  on 
this  basis  would  total  $1,473,000.  However,  the  total  receipts  to  the 
fund  for  this  period  are  estimated  at  only  $1,000,000  which,  as  shown 
in  the  budget,  is  the  entire  amount  provided  by  existing  legislation  for 
junior  college  apportionment.  The  estimated  requirements  thus  exceed 
the  estimated  accretions  by  $473,000. 

The  consideration  of  the  legislature  is  invited  to  determine  whether, 

(1)  the  present  rate  of  $2,000  per  college,  plus  $100  per  unit  of 
average  daily  attendance  per  year  is  to  be  continued  and  if  so,  what 
means  are  to  be  taken  to  supplement  the  funds  from  the  federal  gov- 
ernment from  oil  leases,  or 

(2)  the  rate  is  to  be  reduced  so  as  to  be  contingent  upon  the 
receipts  from  the  federal  government  only,  or 

(3)  a  rate  is  to  be  established  which  will  provide  a  maximum  amount 
to  be  supplemented  by  the  general  fund  or  other  source. 

GROWTH   OF  SCHOOLS 

Growth  of  the  schools  of  the  state  is  reflected  in  the  following  table 
showing  biennial  increases  in  the  budgets.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  this  includes  the  statutory  apportionment  of  funds,  based  princi- 
pally upon  average  daily  attendance  in  the  schools :

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DEVELOPMENT  OF  EDUCATIONAL  OPPORTUNITY 

Growth  in  the  elementary  schools  reflects  quite  accurately  the  increase 
in  population  in  the  state.  Growth  in  the  high  schools  and  junior  col- 
leges is  representative  of  the  remarkable  demand  of  the  people  that  the 
coming  generations  shall  be  given  ever  larger  and  more  intelligently 
ordered  opportunities. 

The  high  school  did  not  figure  largely  in  California,  that  is,  it  did 
not  reach  out  into  the  more  sparsely  settled  sections,  until  about  twenty- 
five  years  ago.  The  Union  High  School  Act  was  passed  in  1891  and 
there  was  no  state  support  for  high  schools  until  1902.  The  high  school 
enrollment  has  now  reached  the  enormous  number  of  468,666 — almost  a 
half  million  of  citizens-to-be  are  furnished  educational  opportunities 
denied  the  generation  preceding  them. 

The  junior  college  bids  fair  to  make  a  showing  of  the  same  character, 
although  naturally  less  impressive  numerically.  There  are  now  fifteen 
of  these  institutions  giving  the  first  two  years  of  collegiate  instruction 
with  an  attendance  of  almost  5000  pupils,  while  the  junior  college 
courses  carried  within  the  high  schools  carry  almost  as  many  more 
pupils.  The  total  number  of  pupils  receiving  junior  college  work  is 
well  over  9000.  I  would  here  reiterate  the  statement  made  in  the 
biennial  message  to  the  legislature  that  there  is  need  for  a  more  clearly 
defined  junior  college  policy,  and  possibly  need  also  for  better  financial 
provision  for  this  grade  of  instruction. 

TEACHERS  COLLEGE   DEVELOPMENT 

State  Teachers  Colleges  are  in  process  of  development,  with  their 
future  not  clearly  defined.  These  institutions  have  developed  into 
real  colleges  with  courses  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts.  Beginning  in  September,  1930,  those  who  desire  to  qualify  to 
teach  in  the  elementary  schools  of  this  state  are  required  to  complete 
four  years'  college  work.  California  is  the  first  state  in  the  Union 
to  take  such  action  on  a  state-wide  basis,  although  some  cities  in  the 
East  and  Middle  West  now  require  their  teachers  to  have  four  years  of 
college  education.  This  departure  has  necessarily  demanded  higher 
qualifications  for  the  faculties  of  the  teachers  colleges. 

This  enlarged  scope  of  teachers  colleges  has  made  it  desirable  to 
study  carefully  the  physical  needs  of  the  college  plants.  Each  one  of 
the  colleges  has  been  studied  during  this  biennium  with  a  view  to 
developing  a  ten-year  building  program. 

TEN-YEAR   BUILDING   PROGRAM   IN    EDUCATION 

Needs  of  the  state  schools  for  teachers,  the  California  Polytechnic, 
the  schools  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  and  the  University  have  been  fore- 
cast as  accurately  as  possible  for  the  next  decade,  in  keeping  with  the 
thought  of  long-time  planning  for  all  state  activities.

Budget  request  $905,780.00.  Amount  recommended  $782,000.00.  The  provision 
for  the  division  of  administration  includes  only  minor  changes  in  the  present 
organization.  The  educational  authorities  contemplate  material  reorganization  of 
the  department,  some  features  of  which  will  require  legislative  action.  Until  a 
general  plan  of  administration  has  been  adopted  by  the  legislature,  it  is  deemed 
best  to  make  provision  for  only  a  continuation  of  the  present  program. 

The  Division  of  Schoolhouse  Planning  has  demonstrated  its  usefulness  and  an 
increased  appropriation  is  recommended  in  order  that  the  program  of  service  to  the 
school  boards  of  the  entire  state  may  continue  to  expand. 

The  Division  of  Libraries  is  now  housed  in  the  new  state  library  and  courts 
building.  The  appropriation  recommended  for  this  division  is  more  than  $25,000.00 
larger  than  that  for  the  prevous  biennium.  The  move  to  larger  quarters  necessitated 
increased  personnel  in  order  that  an  improved  library  service  might  be  extended  to  the 
state  at  large.

This 
portion  of  the  university  revenues  now  represents  less  than  half  of  the  biennial 
appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  university.  The  rate  of  increase  in  the 
appropriation  which,  by  the  terms  of  the  act  was  7  per  cent,  was  based  on  the  rate 
of  growth  of  the  university  at  the  time  the  present  continuing  appropriation  was 
enacted.

Combined  budget  requests  $5,025,470.00.  Amount  recommended  $4,285,744.42.  Tbe 
future  policy  of  the  state  teachers  colleges  was  discussed  with  the  Director  of  Edu- 
cation, with  the  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Schoolhouse  Planning,  and  with  the 
various  college  presidents.

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HIGHWAY  BUDGET 

In  order  that  those  directly  interested  in  state  expenditures  for  high- 
way purposes  may  find  in  one  section  all  such  items,  the  expenditures 
for  highways  have  been  segregated  to  comprise  a  separate  highway 
budget.  The  highways  of  California  now  receive  the  largest  portion  of 
the  state's  funds,  when  state-aided  county  roads  are  included.  High- 
way expenditures  at  the  present  time  amount  to  44  per  cent  of  the  total 
budget. 

California  spends  vast  sums  upon  her  highways  and  does  so  at  the 
dictum  of  her  people,  who  appreciate  fully  the  value  of  good  roads  in 
the  development  of  the  state.  Revenues  for  state  highway  construction 
come  mainly  from  the  gasoline  taxes  which  the  people  have  voted  and 
which  seem  to  find  universal  approval,  although  there  are  considerable 
contributions  to  these  revenues  from  automobile  licenses  and  from  the 
tax  franchise  imposed  upon  commercial  automotive  vehicles.  The  Gover- 
nor has  no  control  over  these  funds,  even  the  allotment  of  them  being 
apportioned  by  law.  The  budget  for  the  coming  biennium  reaches  the 
total  of  $106,432,790. 

This  sum  includes  every  expenditure  for  highway  purposes,  whether 
disbursed  directly  by  the  state,  or  indirectly  through  the  agencies  of  the 
counties.  Statute  requirements  are  that  one-half  the  original  gasoline 
tax  of  two  cents  per  gallon,  less  the  cost  of  collection,  shall  be  turned 
over  to  the  counties.  The  same  law  applies  to  the  revenues  received 
from  the  annual  issue  of  automobile  licenses  and  the  gross  receipts  tax 
levied  upon  commercial  vehicles.  The  state  receives  in  addition  to  its 
half  of  these  funds,  all  the  one-cent  gasoline  tax,  but  must  spend  it 
for  new  construction  only.  The  state  also  receives  additional  revenues 
from  federal  aid. 

The  Highway  Budget,  therefore,  is  more  a  budget  of  and  by  the 
legislature,  than  a  product  of  the  Governor's  office,  but  is  included 
herewith  in  keeping  with  the  general  plan  that  every  dollar  of  state 
expenditure  shall  be  shown  in  this  document.  I  congratulate  the  Legis- 
lature that  its  plans  for  highway  financing  have  been  thoroughly  suc- 
cessful, and  that  through  the  moneys  now  received  an  orderly  program 
of  maintenance,  reconstruction  and  new  construction  of  highways  in 
California  can  proceed  at  good  speed  without  recourse  to  bond  issues. 
Your  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  great  saving  effected  through 
the  "pay-as-you-go"  plan  of  financing  new  road  construction,  as  com- 
pared with  the  old  bond  issue  method. 
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PAST  AND    PRESENT   METHODS   OF   FINANCING    HIGHWAYS 

It  is  pointed  out  in  my  message  covering  the  entire  budget  that  if  the 
$27,400,000  of  proposed  expenditures  for  new  highway  construction  in 
the  next  biennium  had  been  provided  by  the  issuing  of  bonds  maturing 
over  a  period  of  forty  years,  at  4£  per  cent  interest,  the  construction 
eventually  would  have  cost  the  people  of  the  state  $51,272,250.  The 
total  highway  bonds  amounting  to  $73,000,000  which  already  have  been 
voted  by  the  people  during  past  years  for  highway  construction  will 
cost  $153,869,913  when  all  of  the  interest  has  been  paid  and  the  bonds 
finally  redeemed. 

The  wisdom  of  the  legislature  in  proposing  and  enacting  a  tax  on  gaso- 
line, which  all  users  of  the  highways  pay  in  proportion  to  their  enjoyment 
of  the  benefits  of  these  good  roads,  has  been  amply  demonstrated.  Con- 
struction through  bond  issue  revenues  increase  such  costs  by  100  per 
cent.  At  the  time  of  the  beginning  of  the  state  highway  system,  when 
automotive  equipment  was  in  its  infancy,  the  bond  issue  plan  was  the 
only  one  open  to  us.  The  immense  growth  of  the  use  of  gasoline-pro- 
pelled vehicles  and  the  consequent  forging  to  the  front  of  this  fuel, 
permitted  the  employment  of  this  special  form  of  tax,  with  which 
to  finance  the  highways  necessary  for  the  economical  operation  of  such 
vehicles.  The  experiment  has  been  so  successful,  the  tax  so  easy  of  col- 
lection, the  fairness  of  it  so  universally  conceded,  and  the  saving  so 
great  over  the  previous  method  of  financing,  it  is  most  improbable  that 
the  people  of  California  will  ever  revert  to  the  issuance  of  interest- 
bearing  securities  for  an  enterprise  of  this  character. 

I  pointed  out  in  my  message  upon  the  General  Budget  that  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  administration,  only  about  $5,000,000  a  year 
was  available  for  the  construction  of  new  state  highways,  the  bond 
issues  previously  used  for  that  purpose  having  been  exhausted  some 
years  before.  The  gasoline  tax  then  coming  to  the  state  was  used 
entirely  for  reconstruction,  maintenance  and  repair. 

At  the  1927  session  of  the  legislature,  the  Breed  Gasoline  Tax  Law 
was  so  amended  as  to  provide  a  three-cent  gas  tax.  Of  this,  one  cent 
goes  to  the  counties  (to  be  shared  with  the  cities  as  may  be  found  desir- 
able), one  cent  goes  to  maintenance  and  reconstruction  of  state  roads, 
and  one  cent  to  the  constructing  of  new  state  highways.  A  State  High- 
way Commission  of  five  members,  serving  without  pay,  acting  on  the 
basis  of  facts  ascertained  by  the  engineers,  at  the  beginning  of  each 
biennium  allocates  the  funds  to  various  highways  of  the  state.  The 
percentage  of  overhead  cost  is  being  steadily  reduced,  efficiency  of 
operation  is  being  increased,  and  it  can  probably  be  said  that,  both  in 
extent  and  quality  of  road  construction  and  in  its  business-like  adminis- 
tration, California  stands  at  the  forefront  of  all  the  states. 
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CALIFORNIA'S   FIRST   HIGHWAY   BUDGET 

Up  to  two  years  ago,  road  construction  was  not  mentioned  in  the 
state  budget  except  by  an  item  of  $20,800  per  year  for  the  salaries  of  the 
highway  commission  and  highway  engineer.  The  1927  budget,  however, 
published  not  only  an  estimate  of  highway  expenditures  for  the  suc- 
ceeding biennium,  but  also  gave  a  list  of  specific  expenditures  proposed 
for  reconstruction  of  state  roads.  This  marked  the  inauguration  of  a 
new  policy  in  state  highway  affairs  in  California,  that  of  frankly  telling 
the  public  in  advance  of  expenditures  just  where  and  how  it  is  proposed 
to  spend  highway  funds. 

The  maintenance  and  reconstruction  program  in  this  first  budget 
involved  total  expenditures  of  $27,100,000,  a  like  amount  being  allotted 
to  the  counties  as  their  share  of  the  two-cent  gas  tax.  Supplemental 
allotments  of  increased  revenue  and  savings  on  contract  awards  brought 
the  total  of  this  budget  to  $28,577,517  for  the  biennium. 

In  January,  1928,  the  additional  one-cent  gas  tax  for  the  construc- 
tion of  new  roads  became  effective,  and  a  detailed  budget  of  the  new 
roads  proposed,  and  the  amount  to  be  spent  on  each,  was  at  once  pub- 
lished. This  budget  allocated  $15,100,000  for  new  construction,  this 
being  the  estimated  available  income  from  the  one-cent  gasoline  tax  for 
the  eighteen  months  of  the  biennium  during  which  the  new  law  was 
effective.  The  budget  for  expenditures  of  federal  road  money  (Third 
State  Highway  Funds)  totals  $5,582,834.  The  total  of  the  budgets  of  all 
these  state  highway  funds  for  the  present  biennium,  therefore,  aggregated 
$49,260,351.  This  does  not  include  the  money  turned  over  to  the 
counties  for  highway  purposes,  which  aggregated  $26,000,000,  and 
which  was  included  in  the  budget,  since  it  represents  an  allocation  of 
revenue  raised  through  state  law. 

The  budget  for  the  1929-1931  highway  program,  with  the  funds 
specifically  allocated  for  new  construction  and  reconstruction,  is  here 
presented.  Field  work  looking  toward  the  preparation  of  the  highway 
budget  for  the  biennium  of  1931-1933  has  already  commenced.  In  all 
these  the  allocation  is  on  the  basis  of  traffic  needs  as  determined  by  the 
Highway  Commission,  Avhile  the  quota  allotment  as  to  the  two  ends  of 
the  state  has  been  scrupulously  followed. 

There  are  now  6565  miles  authorized  as  the  state  highway  system, 
4273  miles  being  of  primary  and  2292  miles  of  secondary  roads.  Of 
this  mileage  2465  are  graded  and  paved;  1350  miles  are  graded  and 
surfaced ;  517  miles  are  merely  graded  and  not  yet  paved  or  surfaced ; 
while  2233  miles  have  as  yet  had  no  work  done  upon  them  by  the  state. 

The  steadily  growing  costs  of  highway  construction  are  shown  by  the 
following  table  showing  budget  totals  and  percentages  of  growth  by 
bienniums:

No  one  objects,  however,  to  these  costs,  partly  because  they  are 
entirely  borne  by  the  users  of  the  highways ;  partly  because  it  is  only 
proper  that  all  the  money  coming  from  gasoline  taxes  and  license  fees 
should  go  to  this  purpose  alone ;  partly  because  the  public  is  convinced 
that  our  highways  are  being  built  in  an  efficient,  economical,  and 
business-like  manner,  with  a  minimum  of  overhead  cost ;  and,  finally, 
because  our  people  are  satisfied  that  California  can  have  no  greater 
asset  than  a  well-planned,  well-constructed,  permanent  system  of  state 
roads.

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TEN  YEAR  BUILDING  PROGRAM 

The  ten-year  building  program  herein  presented  as  it  relates  to  insti- 
tutions housing  state  wards  involves  provision  for  four  principal 
features,  as  follows: 

1.  Provision  of  additional  capacity  for  the  normal  increase  in  insti- 
tution population  during  each  succeeding  biennium. 

2.  Provision  of  additional  capacity  for  present  excess  population  over 
present  proper  capacity. 

3.  Replacement  of  structures  now  obsolete  or  otherwise  unfit  for 
occupancy,  and  replacement  of  structures  which  will  become  obsolete 
or  unfit  during  the  ten-year  period. 

4.  Provision  of  additional  capacity  for  population  now  legally 
entitled  to  admission  but  refused  admission  because  of  inadequate  space. 

Biennial  appropriations  for  buildings  in  the  past  have  never  been 
calculated  scientifically  to  meet  the  normal  increase  in  population. 
Looking  ahead  for  a  period  of  years,  this  involves  expansion  of  capacity 
of  existing  institutions  to  the  limit  of  efficiency,  and  preparation  for 
additional  institutions  to  be  available  as  needed. 

ADDITIONAL   LAND    REQUIRED 

The  expansion  of  existing  institutions  in  certain  instances  will  require 
the  provision  of  additional  land.  The  prospective  creation  of  additional 
institutions  should  be  anticipated  sufficiently  to  insure  that  the  land 
may  be  provided  at  least  two  years  in  advance  of  the  need  for  initiating 
the  building  program. 

MAXIMUM    POPULATION    FOR   AN    INSTITUTION 

It  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Department  of  Institutions,  based  on  study 
of  California  conditions  as  well  as  the  experience  of  other  states,  that 
the  maximum  inmate  population  for  such  institutions  as  state  hospitals 
or  homes  for  the  feeble-minded  should  be  3000.  Because  of  conditions  of 
geography  and  of  local  land  available,  certain  institutions  should  not 
reach  this  maximum  at  any  time,  while  others  may  slightly  exceed  it. 

The  institutions  at  Napa,  Stockton,  and  Patton  have  already  reached 
their  respective  maximum  populations  on  this  basis. 

The  institution  at  Norwalk  should  be  expanded  as  rapidly  as  possible 
to  this  maximum. 

The  institution  at  Agnews  should  likewise  be  expanded  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  and  because  of  particularly  favorable  local  conditions,  might  be 
permitted  to  go  beyond  the  maximum  of  3000. 
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The  institution  at  Mendocino,  because  of  the  geographical  and  other 
factors  indicated  above,  probably  should  not  be  expanded  beyond  a 
population  of  2200. 

The  Home  for  the  Feeble-Minded  at  Sonoma  has  almost  reached  its 
proper  maximum,  and  expansion  in  capacity  for  feeble-minded  wards 
should  be  concentrated  at  Pacific  Colony  for  several  years  to  come. 

The  present  excess  population  over  properly  usable  capacities  is  not 
an  absolute  figure  and  does  not  in  all  cases  represent  a  hardship  to  or 
hazard  upon  the  patient  in  the  institution.  In  other  words,  it  seems 
inevitable  that  the  population  of  some  of  the  institutions  will  always 
be  in  excess  of  the  theoretical  capacity  of  such  institutions.  This  con- 
dition should  be  reduced  to  the  minimum  but  cannot  be  entirely 
eliminated. 

NO  LONG-TIME  PLANNING  IN  PAST 

Building  programs  in  the  past  have  been  based  upon  immediate 
urgency  in  the  respective  institutions,  and  in  no  case  have  they  kept 
pace  with  the  normal  increase  in  population,  to  say  nothing  of  absorb- 
ing the  excess  population  over  the  present  proper  capacity. 

The  provision  of  appropriations  for  the  replacement  of  obsolete  or 
unfit  housing  facilities  has  been  made  in  the  past  only  on  a  basis  of 
extreme  necessity.  Where  this  replacement  has  been  presented  with 
sufficient  urgency,  that  part  of  the  program  has  displaced  the  provision 
that  should  have  been  made  for  additional  capacity. 

LACK  OF   FACILITIES 

The  Department  of  Institutions  has  supplied  a  figure  representing 
the  population  now  legally  entitled  to  admission  to  the  respective 
institutions,  but  which  has  been  refused  admission  because  of  lack  of 
facilities.  This  condition  does  not  necessarily  work  to  the  disadvan- 
tage of  the  patients  themselves,  because  in  almost  every  case  they  have 
been  adequately  cared  for  by  the  community  from  which  they  have 
been  technically  committed.  However,  this  condition  does  place  an 
improper  burden  upon  the  taxpayers  of  the  respective  communities,  if 
we  adhere  to  the  traditional  policy  that  the  care  of  the  insane,  feeble- 
minded and  the  delinquent  boys  and  girls  and  men  and  women  is, 
with  certain  long-accepted  modifications,  a  proper  function  of  the  state 
as  set  apart  from  the  locality. 

MINIMUM  JUSTIFIABLE  PROGRAM 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  state  officers  who  have  studied  the  prob- 
lem that  the  minimum  program  which  can  be  justified  for  the  State 
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of  California  is  one  which  will  in  each  biennium  provide  additional 
capacity  equal  to  the  normal  increase  of  institutional  population 
during  that  biennium.  It  is  obvious  from  a  study  of  programs  of 
past  years  that  this  has  never  been  done  in  any  one  biennium.  This 
has  been  the  cause  of  a  steadily  increasing  excess  population  above 
proper  capacity,  as  well  as  a  constant  increase  in  the  number  of  legally 
admissible  wards  who  have  been  refused  admission  and  therefore  have 
been  made  improperly  a  charge  upon  the  locality. 

AUXILIARY   BUILDINGS  AND   EQUIPMENT 

Parallel  with  the  provision  of  additional  patient  capacity  there  is  a 
constant  demand  for  auxiliary  buildings  aad  equipment,  such  as  power 
plants,  commissary  equipment,  administration  units,  employees'  and 
officers'  quarters,  which  in  the  aggregate  will  for  several  years  to  come 
require  as  great  an  expenditure  as  the  primary  provision  for  housing 
of  inmates. 

CAREFUL   SURVEY    MADE 

It  is  obvious  that  only  a  long-term  building  program  can  give 
balanced  consideration  to  these  four  demands  for  construction  and 
improvement,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  pace  with  the  demand  for 
auxiliary  improvements  in  the  respective  institutions. 

The  survey,  which  has  been  made  with  great  care  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Director  of  Institutions,  is  accepted  as  showing  accurate 
conditions  as  to  present  capacity  of  the  various  institutions,  present 
population,  and  resulting  excess  of  population  over  proper  capacity. 
Studies  by  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Directors  dealing  with  conditions 
at  the  two  prisons,  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Veterans'  Home  and  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  Home  are  similarly 
used  in  the  discussion  of  the  building  program  for  these  institutions 
respectively. 

Dealing  first  with  the  group  of  institutions  which  have  heretofore 
been  accorded  the  new  type  of  administration  through  the  Department 
of  Institutions,  the  data  available  would  indicate  a  serious  excess  popu- 
lation in  the  state  hospitals  for  the  insane,  a  slight  excess  population  at 
the  Sonoma  Home  for  the  Feeble-Minded,  and  an  inconsiderable  excess 
population  or  additional  capacity  at  the  other  institutions.  This  gives 
no  consideration  to  the  waiting  list  of  persons  legally  committed  but 
not  yet  accepted  in  any  of  the  institutions  concerned. 

EXCESS   POPULATION 

In  the  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  the  actual  excess  population  over 
available  proper  capacity  as  of  June  30,  1928,  was  1643.  Calculating 
the  normal  rate  of  admission  and  discharge  or  deaths  for  the  interven- 
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ing  months,  it  is  conservatively  estimated  that  the  excess  population  as 
of  June  30,  1929,  will  be  1276.  This  gives  full  consideration  to  con- 
struction now  under  way  which  provides  additional  capacity,  all  of 
which  it  is  presumed  will  be  absorbed  before  the  above  estimate  is 
adopted. 

A    MINIMUM    PROGRAM    PROPOSED 

Based  on  the  experience  of  more  than  twenty  years  past,  modified  by 
such  changed  conditions  in  the  state  as  are  capable  of  being  measured 
in  the  circumstances,  it  is  evident  that  the  increase  in  the  population  of 
these  hospitals  for  the  insane  during  the  biennium,  1929  to  1931,  will 
be  approximately  1200.  A  minimum  program,  therefore,  contemplates 
additional  housing  capacity  for  this  number  of  persons,  with  the  neces- 
sary auxiliary  and  service  buildings,  with  such  additional  provision 
as  can  conceivably  be  made  toward  providing  proper  housing  for  a 
part  of  the  present  excess  population  and  proper  replacement  for  some 
of  the  present  obsolete  buildings.  The  appropriations  recommended 
for  inclusion  in  the  budget  for  1929  to  1931  are  based  on  this  principle, 
in  proper  relation  to  a  balanced  program  for  the  next  ten  years,  or  five 
biennial  periods. 

HOMES  FOR  THE   FEEBLE   MINDED 

As  has  been  indicated  above,  the  normal  and  proper  capacity  for  the 
institution  at  Sonoma  has  practically  been  reached.  However,  the  ten- 
year  program  must  take  into  consideration  the  replacement  of  a  large 
part  of  the  present  plant  which  is  fast  becoming  obsolete.  Most  of  the 
amounts  presented  are  therefore  predicated  upon  replacement  of  obso- 
lete buildings,  in  addition  to  the  necessary  structures  to  modernize 
the  institution  in  such  features  as  the  hospital,  the  educational  unit, 
and  facilities  for  industrial  training. 

The  institution  at  Pacific  Colony  is  still  in  the  early  stages  of  con- 
struction. Although  established  a  number  of  years  ago,  its  construction 
was  postponed  for  various  reasons,  and  the  first  actual  institutional  use 
was  made  of  the  property  in  1927.  Since  that  time  the  population  has 
been  expanded  as  rapidly  as  capacity  was  provided  and  during  the  com- 
ing biennium  it  is  estimated  at  an  average  of  480.  The  program  here 
presented  contemplates  the  uninterrupted  progress  of  construction 
throughout  the  next  five  biennial  periods.  The  items  of  construction 
are  designed  and  dated  to  meet  as  nearly  as  possible  the  increased  popu- 
lation requirements,  with  proper  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  institution 
at  Sonoma  has  practically  reached  its  ultimate  proper  capacity. 
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THE  CORRECTIONAL  SCHOOLS 

Experience  as  tabulated  for  a  number  years  past  indicates  that  the 
growth  of  the  correctional  schools  does  not  truly  indicate  the  respon- 
sibilities of  the  State  for  this  type  of  work.  Large  numbers  of  boys 
legally  committed  have  been  denied  admission  because  of  lack  of 
capacity.  As  rapidly  as  capacity  is  developed  it  can  be  occupied,  at  a 
rate  much  greater  than  that  of  experience  of  past  years. 

The  institution  at  Whittier  has  been  almost  entirely  reconstructed 
during  recent  years,  with  the  exception  of  certain  service  units  which 
are  provided  for  in  the  1929  budget.  For  this  reason  practically  all  of 
the  proposed  expenditures  during  the  succeeding  periods  will  represent 
actual  additions  to  capacity. 

The  Preston  School  of  Industry  has  been  largely  modernized,  but  still 
contains  a  number  of  old  buildings  which  should  be  replaced  or  recon- 
structed. The  demands  upon  this  institution,  in  the  form  of  commit- 
ments which  can  not  be  accepted,  are  larger  proportionately  than  those 
of  Whittier  and  also  are  growing  more  rapidly.  Certain  major 
physical  improvements  must  be  cared  for  which  are  not  represented 
in  capacity.  Primary  among  these  is  the  necessity  for  a  large  expendi- 
ture to  secure  adequate  and  satisfactory  supplies  of  water  and  power. 
All  these  factors  are  taken  into  consideration  in  the  proposed  ten-year 
building  program. 

STATE   NARCOTIC   HOSPITAL 

The  operation  of  this  institution  until  the  end  of  the  next  biennium, 
or  June  30,  1931,  must  be  considered  largely  in  the  nature  of  an  experi- 
ment and  an  effort  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  this  type  of  institu- 
tional treatment  for  narcotic  addicts.  When  the  experiment  has  been 
completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  those  charged  with  responsibility  for 
this  problem,  a  long  term  program  can  be  developed.  In  the  meantime 
no  effort  is  made  in  this  general  program  to  anticipate  the  probable 
development  of  this  institution. 

STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGES 

The  ten-year  building  program  for  California's  state  teachers  colleges 
is  predicated  on  the  following  studies : 

1.  Functional  diagnosis  of  each  school,  with  a  clear  statement  of  aim 
and  objectives. 

2.  A  study  of  the  usability  of  present  buildings  and  an  estimate  of 
the  date  of  obsolescence  of  each. 

3.  A  complete  scheme  for  future  extension. 

4.  A  study  of  the  per  cent  use  of  present  facilities  and  the  relation 
of  class  sizes  to  room  sizes. 
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5.  A  study  of  the  rate  of  growth  of  each. 

6.  A  study  of  the  cost  per  pupil  in  each. 

The  program  attempts  to  allow  each  school  to  develop  gradually  as 
state  finances  permit.  No  school  enlarges  at  the  expense  of  others,  but 
rather  because  of  functional  needs.  The  program  implies  cooperative 
educational  development  based  on  defensible  needs.  On  account  of  a 
fire  at  Chico,  and  because  of  the  sale  of  the  present  school  site  at  San 
Diego,  it  was  necessary  to  meet  immediate  needs  for  these  schools, 
which  made  the  allocations  in  the  first  biennium  rather  difficult.  The 
attempt  made  by  this  long-time  planning  to  anticipate  future  problems 
and  allocate  them  to  specific  biennial  periods  should  help  to  alleviate 
peak  loads  in  the  state 's  financial  problem. 

SCHOOL   FOR  THE   BLIND 

Since  the  legal  separation  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  from  the  School 
for  the  Deaf  in  1921,  a  practically  complete  educational  and  housing 
plant  for  the  School  for  the  Blind  has  been  constructed.  The  buildings 
are  new  and  modern  in  every  particular  and  well  adapted  to  the  pro- 
gram of  the  school.  The  amounts  reflected  in  the  ten-year  building 
program  are  concentrated  in  the  first  biennium  for  the  reason  that  con- 
struction then  completed  will  probably  be  adequate  for  the  require- 
ments of  the  school  for  several  years  to  come. 

SCHOOL   FOR  THE   DEAF 

Since  the  separation  of  the  schools  mentioned  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph, there  has  been  an  uncertainty  as  to  the  future  program  for  the 
School  for  the  Deaf.  Serious  recommendations  have  been  made  from 
time  to  time  for  the  removal  of  the  institution  from  its  present  location, 
while  equally  serious  doubts  as  to  the  wisdom  of  such  a  move  have 
been  expressed.  The  buildings  occupied  by  this  school  are  all  com- 
paratively old,  but  many  of  them  very  substantial  in  character.  Most 
of  them  fall  short  of  serving  any  modern  program  for  the  education  of 
the  deaf.  It  is  recognized  that  an  extensive  program  of  construction 
must  be  provided  for  the  School  for  the  Deaf  during  the  next  ten  years. 
However,  no  attempt  is  made  to  present  herewith  any  estimate  of  the 
schedule  or  amount  of  such  program,  as  it  is  felt  that  this  can  not  be 
intelligently  developed  until  after  the  legislature  has  received  and 
acted  upon  the  report  of  a  special  joint  committee,  authorized  by  the 
senate  and  assembly  in  1927  to  recommend  a  comprehensive  future 
policy  for  the  development  of  this  school. 
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CALIFORNIA   POLYTECHNIC  SCHOOL 

With  the  completion  of  improvements  and  additions  included  in  the 
appropriations  for  1929,  it  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Department 
of  Education  and  the  Department  of  Finance  that  no  further  program 
of  enlargement  be  considered  essential  at  this  institution.  Some  addi- 
tional dormitory  facilities  may  be  required  if  the  school  continues  on 
exactly  its  present  type  of  work,  and  certain  replacements  of  older 
buildings  may  also  need  to  be  provided.  However,  it  is  expected  that 
in  the  general  survey  of  the  educational  resources  of  the  State,  consider- 
ation may  be  given  to  a  modified  function  for  this  school.  For  this 
reason  no  attempt  is  made  here  to  outline  any  probable  program 
beyond  1929.  In  view  of  the  fairly  adequate  conditions  accomplished 
through  the  appropriations  recommended  in  1929,  it  is  considered  that 
any  subsequent  program  is  not  likely  to  involve  heavy  expenditures. 

THE   UNIVERSITY   OF  CALIFORNIA 

The  voters  of  the  State  in  1926  approved  a  bond  issue  which  included 
$3,000,000  for  construction  on  the  University  Campus  at  Berkeley 
and  a  similar  amount  for  construction  of  the  new  University  of  Cali- 
fornia at  Los  Angeles.  It  might  be  assumed  that  this  indicates  a 
decision  of  the  people  that  future  university  construction  is  to  be 
financed  on  the  bond  issue  basis,  but  this  conclusion  must  be  subject 
to  challenge  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  State  is  continuing  a  much 
larger  building  program  biennially  in  the  interest  of  its  other  institu- 
tions, financed  out  of  current  revenues. 

The  authorities  of  the  University  of  California  have  presented  a 
program  which  contemplates  total  expenditures  during  the  next  ten 
years  amounting  to  $21,359,000,  of  which  it  was  estimated  that 
$8,110,000  would  be  met  by  gifts  from  private  donors.  The 
remainder  or  $13,249,000  is  presented  as  the  amount  which  will 
probably  be  desired  from  funds  provided  by  state  law. 

The  necessary  expansion  of  the  new  University  of  California  at  Los 
Angeles  presents  an  unavoidable  responsibility  for  the  State.  However, 
until  definite  policies  have  been  determined  as  to  the  disposition  of  the 
property  formerly  housing  the  Los  Angeles  State  Normal  School,  which 
was  transferred  to  the  Regents  of  the  University  for  teachers  college 
purposes  in  1921,  a  definite  program  for  financing  future  construction 
can  not  be  intelligently  formulated. 

To  undertake  to  finance  out  of  general  fund  appropriations  the  whole 
construction  program  recommended  by  the  Regents  of  the  University, 
including  developments  at  Berkeley,  Los  Angeles,  Davis,  La  Jolla,  Mt. 
Hamilton,  Riverside,  and  San  Francisco,  would  materially  affect  the 
condition  of  the  State  general  fund,  and  would  in  addition  create  a 
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program  which  would  be  subject  to  serious  criticism  on  the  basis  of 
comparison  of  this  with  other  State  needs  and  functions.  The  items 
which  the  Regents  of  the  University  deemed  essential  for  consideration 
in  the  1929  program  alone  were  much  larger  than  could  be  reasonably 
recommended  in  the  present  budget.  After  several  conferences  with 
the  University  authorities,  the  amount  included  in  the  budget  has  been 
recommended.  It  should  be  frankly  reported  to  you  that  these  recom- 
mendations are  not  fully  satisfactory  to  the  University  authorities  but 
will  probably  be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Legislature,  approximately  in 
line  with  a  balanced  program  for  all  of  the  activities  of  the  State. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  here  to  incorporate  the  full  program  of 
the  university  for  the  next  ten  years,  but  rather  to  indicate  what  seems 
to  be  a  normal  allotment  of  state  funds  for  university  building  pur- 
poses. The  difference  between  this  normal  program  and  the  compre- 
hensive program  which  the  Regents  of  the  University  believe  necessary 
will  presumably  be  met  by  the  following  four  methods : 

1.  Revision  of  the  program. 

2.  Additional  financing  by  private  donors. 

3.  Possible  appropriation  to  university  purposes  of  funds  to  be 
derived  from  the  sale  of  the  old  Los  Angeles  Normal  School  property 
mentioned  above. 

4.  Expansion  of  the  contemplated  program  of  normal  state  appro- 
priations when  necessary. 

STATE  PRISONS 

The  ten-year  building  program  for  California  state  prisons  is  based 
on  the  required  additional  facilities  which  it  is  estimated  will  be 
necessary  to  confine  prisoners  on  account  of  the  increased  population 
during  that  period.  In  the  1927  session  of  the  legislature  a  joint 
legislative  committee  was  created  by  Assembly  Concurrent  Resolution 
No.  17,  and  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  15,  to  investigate  the 
advisability  of  establishing  a  state  prison  in  the  southern  counties  of 
the  state.  In  the  event  that  this  committee  recommends  the  establish- 
ment of  such  a  prison,  and  should  the  legislature  enact  laws  directing 
the  establishment  of  such  a  prison,  a  revision  of  the  allocation  for 
permanent  improvements  at  both  San  Quentin  and  Folsom  prisons 
should  be  made  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  the  necessary  build- 
ings for  the  new  prison.  The  construction  of  a  new  building  will 
necessarily  result  in  the  curtailment  of  projected  increased  facilities 
at  San  Quentin  and  Folsom.  The  amounts  proposed  in  the  ten-year 
building  program  for  these  two  prisons  are  sufficient  to  provide 
capacity  for  the  estimated  increase  in  prison  population  during  those 
years.     These  amounts  will  therefore,   by  allocation,  be  sufficient  to 
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meet  construction  costs  if  it  is  decided  to  build  a  new  institution 
instead  of  further  expanding  the  existing  prisons. 

THE   STATE   FAIR 

A  comprehensive  study  of  the  cost  of  properly  housing  the  increasing 
exhibits  of  California's  State  Fair  was  undertaken  in  cooperation  with 
the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.  The  ten-year  building  program  con- 
templates a  complete  group  of  live  stock  buildings  to  replace  wooden 
sheds  now  used  to  house  live  stock  exhibits.  The  program  provides  for 
an  educational  and  fine  arts  building,  and  also  a  coliseum  in  the  live 
stock  group  with  a  seating  capacity  for  7500  people.  The  coliseum 
will  provide  facilities  for  conducting  the  annual  horse  show,  an  attrac- 
tion which  has  received  national  recognition.  The  present  structure 
for  this  purpose  is  far  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  California  State 
Fair. 

CHARTS  SHOWING   POPULATION  TREND 

We  have  included  with  the  10-year  building  program  six  charts 
plotting  the  actual  and  estimated  population  changes  in  the  state 
institutions  for  the  insane,  the  feeble  minded,  the  adult  blind,  the  cor- 
rectional schools,  and  the  state  prisons.  On  these  charts  we  have  also 
plotted  the  rate  of  increase  of  the  state  population.  These  charts 
cover  the  actual  statistics  for  the  20-year  period  from  1907  to  1927,  and 
the  estimated  trend  of  increase  in  population  for  the  following  twenty 
years,  1927  to  1947.  In  the  charts  for  the  correctional  schools  and  the 
state  prisons  we  have  also  plotted  the  increase  in  the  actual  admis- 
sions for  the  first  twenty  years.  Following  each  chart  we  have 
appended  a  table  showing  the  actual  population  for  the  first  twenty 
years  for  each  institution  and  the  estimated  population  for  the  fol- 
lowing years,  basing  the  latter  estimate  on  the  average  percentage  of 
increase  for  the  first  20-year  period. 

In  the  chart  for  the  state  prisons  one  additional  line  has  been  pro- 
jected to  indicate  the  estimated  prison  population  should  the  average 
percentage  of  increase  from  1920  to  1927  continue  at  the  same  rate  for 
the  next  ten  years.  This  projection  reveals  that  if  this  increased  rate 
of  population  continues  there  will  be  14,498  prisoners  to  be  provided 
for  by  1937.  As  a  basis  of  planning  the  10-year  building  program,  this 
rate  has  been  discarded  as  being  abnormal,  and  a  more  nearly  normal 
estimate  developed.
